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James D. Doherty: 


Mr. Moderator

James D. Doherty, 80, completed his 19th Town 
Meeting as moderator last Thursday night. He 
has been attending Andover Town Meeting for 60 
years. For about 40 years, he was an election offi- 
cer, one of the people who count the votes from 
the floor of Town Meeting. 

Since his first Town Meeting, in 1936, he has 
only missed the meetings in 1943-45 when he was 
in the war. He missed part of one other, many 
years ago, when he left at 9 pm.to pick up his 
wife at the airport. 

He says he’s never thrown a person out of the 
meeting, although he once instructed the engi- 
neer to cut the microphone when a person 
wouldn’t stop talking. That person was then 
escorted to his seat by the police. 

He says the Town Meeting that has stuck in 
his memory the most is the first he ever moderat: 
ed. The leash law was on the warrant. “The ven- 
om that you could see im the eyes of the people 
really has never left me,”’ he said. 

He injects humor into the meeting, “just to 
keep it going,” but he’s been known to be very 
serious when a point needs to be qualified. 

In an interview with the Townsman Friday 
morning, he talked about the Town Meeting form

477-foot tower 
for Wood Hill?

“I intend to put 100 percent 
effort into this job,” said Glen 
Ota, Andover’s newest police offi- 
cer. 

Officer Ota, an Andover 
native, had been waiting the past 
six years to join the force. Final- 
ly, he was sworn in recently at 
town offices. 

According to Officer Ota, it 
was difficult becoming a police 
officer because funding for train- 
ing wasn’t in the police depart- 
ment’s budget. He also said it 
was simply easier for the depart- 
ment to pick up transferees from 
other towns and bring them to 
Andover. This provided a revolv- 
ing door for the few officers who 
were actually trained to receive a 
new position quickly in Mas- 
sachusetts, while leaving poten- 
tial officers out of the loop. 

During those six years, Officer 
Ota worked at the JFK Library. 
“The money was good, but I'd 
always wanted to be a cop.” 

Things changed, however, 
when the Government Crime Bill 
was passed. It provided funding 
for the training of new officers 
across the country. 

The Andover Police Depart- 
ment then sent Officer Ota, who 
was on its waiting list, to the 
Police Academy where he gradu- 
ated in 19 weeks, fifth physically 
and seventh academically out of 
a class of 39. 

According to Officer Ota, the 
physical training was strenuous. 
“I was huffing and puffing a lot.” 

For the past week, Officer Ota 
said he has been riding around 
with other officers, learning the 
ropes. He said he’s always loved 
his hometown and is excited to 
be working to protect it. =

of government, why some municipalities are 
giving it up, its future in Andover, and about 
his responsibilities as moderator. 


Q. Why is Town Meeting being voted out 
in several area towns, including approxi- 
mately seven in New Hampshire and, just 
last week, in Amesbury? 

A. “Any community that has trouble with 
its public officials, strong differences of opin- 
ion, they look to do something to change. 
And change for the sake of change is not 
good in the long run, in my opinion.” 

A lot of New Hampshire towns are now 
populated with Massachusetts residents who 
grew up in cities and for one reason or 
another are looking to settle there. But they 
are not accustomed to Town Meeting and 
don’t know how it works, he said. A similar 
situation may be part of the problem in 
Amesbury, where Mr. Doherty said there are 
also a lot of new residents. When there is a 
significant increase in taxes, and there is not 
a lot of industry to absorb the burden, that 
causes pressure for change. 

“I think there’s potential for chaos up 
there,” he said. 

Some communities that drop Town Meet- 
ing, as he understands it, will vote on war- 
rant articles at an election. Prior to the elec- 
tion, the town will hold informational meet- 
ings during which residents are expected to 
come hear about the proposal and ask ques- 
tions. But no action would be taken. Resi- 
dents would then be expected to cast their 
votes on the various issues. 

But if there is a $650,000 budget item, for 
general government for instance, and it’s 
turned down, then what happens? 

“They have to go back and start all over 
again.” 

Mr. Doherty said he doesn’t expect many 
people would attend the informational meet- 
ings. 

“They'd have to have multiple choice” 
questions on the ballot,” he said. 

“That's just the way I read it. I don’t want 
to get into a position where I am saying that 
their system that they are voting up there is 
not going to work. I’m just puzzled as to how 
it will work because I see so many pitfalls.”

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Q. Why does Town Meeting work here? 

A. “I think it works here because a lot of 
us want it to work and we work to make it 
work.” 

New people move into town and start 
coming to the meeting and learn how it 
works from those who know the system. And 
there are plenty of people who know the sys- 
tem, he said. 

“You go to Town Meeting and you see a 
lot of faces that are there year after year 
after year.” 

And whether 300 or 2,000 people show up, 
“It’s all the same to me from where I’m 
standing. Just when you have a standing 
count it takes a little longer to count them.” 
Opponents of Town Meeting say the town 
has grown too big for it, that there are 18,000 
voters and only 1,000 or fewer attend. 

“On Town Meeting night, all 18,000 vote. 
One thousand vote to attend Town Meeting 
and the other 17,000 vote to stay home, go 
shopping or do whatever else they are going 
to do. The people who go govern the town 
they determine the quality of life for all the 
others,” said the moderator. 

Q. How would you evaluate this past 
Town Meeting? 

A. “I think it was very successful. I think 
the town accomplished an awful lot. In my 
view, they made some very wise fiscal deci- 
sions on money matters.” The decisions on 
growth and “zoning were well argued on 
both sides and I think they came up with 
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some good decisions. 
I don’t agree with all 
of them, but they 
tended to reflect the 
will of the people 
who were there. 

“I was very happy 
with the overall 
results. Nobody got 
out of hand, in that 
sense it was a very 
easy meeting to mod- 
erate.” The difficult 
part was that it went 
four nights, he said. 


Q. What do you 
tell people who ask 
for advice on pre- 
senting warrant arti- 
cles? 

A. “One of the 
things I tell them is 
keep it short. If they 
tell me they want to 
make a presentation 
for 10 minutes, I tell 
them to cut it to five. 
After that they start 
to lose votes.” 


Q. Will Town 
Meeting last in 
Andover? 


A. “It will last as 
long as the townspeo- 
ple are willing to 
accept their respon- 
sibility for self gov- 
ernment. It’s some- 
thing that has to be 
worked at. And there 
are several of us who 
take the whole thing 
seriously. 

“My daughter, 
Sheila, handed me a 
scrap of paper one 
day a long time ago. 
It said, ‘The world is 
run by people who

are willing to sit 
until the end of meet- 
ings.” ” 

He thinks of that 
when he sees people 
getting up and leav- 
ing early. 

Q. One of your 
responsibilities is to 
appoint the members 
of the Finance Com- 
mittee. How do you 
do that? 

A. “I take that 
responsibility at 
least if not more seri- 
ously, than I take the 
moderating of Town 
Meeting sessions. 
I’m very concerned 
with the people I put 
on the board. 
They’re a creature of 
the Town Meeting. 
They are advisory to 
Town Meeting. 


That’s the reason 
they are appointed 
by the moderator. 
They are the watch- 
dogs of Town Meet- 
ing all year long. 

“I look for differ- 
ent areas of exper- 
tise. I look for 
bankers, accoun- 
tants, contractors, 
businessmen, indus- 
trialists. Joanne 
Marden doesn’t take 
a back seat to any- 
body. She has grown 
into that job, and I 
won't let her off.” 

The moderator 
used to appoint other 
committees that 
came out of Town 
Meeting. If a school 
building article was 
approved at Town

Q. What did you 
think about the pro- 
posal, which was 
withdrawn, to make 
the moderator’s term 
three years instead 
of one? 

A. “I’m the only 
publicly elected offi- 
cial at any level of 
government — coun- 
ty, state or federal - 
who has to stand for 
election every 12 
months,” and every 
year they get the 
chance to throw me 


out. 

“I’ve been in a 
business for 60 years 
where there is no 
tenure.” In the insur- 
ance business, you 
keep the customer 
happy or you don’t 
eat, he said.

Two Andover men are among 15 Mas- 
sachusetts residents indicted last week on 
criminal charges for nonpayment of state 
taxes. 


Richard J. Shaer, 49, of 84 Central St., was 
indicted on four counts of willful failure to 
pay state income taxes. Scott F. Sidell, 38, of 
2 Old Berry Road, was indicted on three 
counts of willful failure to file state income 
tax returns. 

“Mr. Shaer, who worked as a salesman 
for a New York footwear company, is alleged 
to have filed state tax returns for the years 
1989 through 1992 that reported $710,000 in 
taxable income, but never sent in any tax 
payment with these returns,” according to a 
statement from the attorney general's office. 
“The taxes that he owes to the state amount 
to move than $39,000.” 


Mr. Shaer, through his attorney, told the 
Townsman he has been working with the 
Department of Revenue to pay the debt. 

“This is a civil collection matter, not a 
criminal case,” said Laurence Pierce, the 
attorney. “Mr. Shaer acknowledged in a 
timely fashion his tax obligations and has 
worked with the Department of Revenue 
making every effort to satisfy whatever 
amount may be owed. Mr. Shaer never will- 
fully failed to pay the Department of Rev- 
enue. Under the circumstances, a criminal 
prosecution is inappropriate. We look for- 
ward to working with the attorney general’s 
office to resolve this matter at the earliest 
possible time.” 


“Mr. Sidell, who worked as a department 
manager for National Communications 
Corp. in Woburn, is alleged to have earned 
over $217,000 during a three-year period on 
which he owed the state over $10,000 in 
income taxes,” according to the attorney 
general’s office.

years in state prison. 

Criminal fines on these charges 
can range from $10,000 to $100,000 for 
each count. 

All 15 defendants will be 
arraigned on these charges within 
the next few weeks in Suffolk Superi- 
or Court.

A Farrwood Drive resident report- 
ed the capsizing at 12:56 p.m.

NURSING-BOTTLE SYNDROME 

Parents of newborns and young children have recently been 
advised by pediatricians to cut back on their children's overly 
abundant intake of fruit juices in favor of a more balanced approach 
featuring more nutritious solid foods. Dentist would also like to add 
to this recommendation of restricted juice intake by saying that 
baby bottles containing sugared drinks should not be left in the 
mouths of children for prolonged periods. All too often, a child is 
allowed to drift off to sleep with a bottle in his or her mouth. This 
allows sugared liquids to pool around the teeth to provide food for 
the bacteria that cause tooth decay.

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“T was like, Man, | hope this works,” 
Mr. McGillivray said. 

If it didn’t, he said he'd probably be 
working on his resume. 

During a press conference Tuesday 
morning, Mr. McGillivray was singled 
out by race director Guy Morse as the 
person most responsible for pulling off 
the day’s success. Later Tuesday, in an 
interview with the Townsman, Mr. 
McGillivray said he was extremely 
touched by the praise he received from 
those who might have been his harsh- 
est critics - the Boston media. 

“I’m tired. I haven't got a lot of sleep 
in the last three days,” he said. 

He spent Sunday trying to get every- 
thing ready in Hopkinton, but the rain 
kept him from finishing. At 3 a.m. 
Monday, he was back at the athlete’s 
village, the baseball field at Hopkinton 
High School set up as a waiting area 
for the bulk of the runners. 

“We brought in light towers and lit

up the whole field.” 

Although the marathon was in the 
works for more than a year, it wasn’t 
until the last three months that the 
organizers knew they would have 
10,000 more runners than they original- 
ly thought. Mr. McGillivray said he 
was getting hammered for answers 
from everybody about how individual 
parts of the puzzle were going to work, 
and he didn’t have the answers. 

“The whole thing was fluid and 
evolving,” he said. 

Right up to two weeks before the 
race the logistics weren’t squared 
away. But it all came together Mon- 
day. 

The start 

His biggest challenge was the start. 
With 40,000 runners of all different 
abilities, the challenge was to line 
them up according to how fast they 
would run so they didn’t trample each 
other. And there is no better way to 
describe it than choreography. 

The Elite runners, E-group, were on 
the Starting line on Main Street. 
Behind them were the 2,000 fastest 
qualified runners. Then there was a 
gap. To the left of the gap, down a side 
street called Hayden Row, were the 
next 14,000 seeded runners, numbered 
3,000 to 16,999. Back on Main Street, 
behind the gap, were runners seeded 
17,000 to 28,999. Behind them, up Grove 
Street, were the 7,000 to 8,000 runners 
in the open category, in groups 
arranged by letters A-N. Behind them 
were the bandits, runners who had not 
officially entered but were going to run 
anyway. Rather than fight them. orga- 
nizers asked the bandits to cooperate 
and let the registered runners go first. 

When the reporters asked Tuesday 
morning how he knew the runners 
would stay in place, Mr. McGillivray 
reminded them that he was a runner 
before he was a race director. “I’m one

of them,” he said. “It all comes down to 
visualization.” 

They runners listened, and it 
worked. “It was awesome to see,” Mr. 
McGillivray said. “When you see domi- 
noes go, even though you know what to 
expect, you're still amazed when you 
see it.” 

At 11:45, the wheelchairs started. At 
the same time the ropes separating 
each group of 1,000 runners on Hayden 
Row were dropped. The groups merged 
into the space between them. to pre- 
vent any mad rushes when the gun 
went off. At 11:50, a row of state police 
runners filed in and formed a wall 
behind the gap, in front of the 17,000- 
and-up group on Main Street. The 3,000 
group from Hayden Row then walked 
in to fill the gap in front of the police. 
The state police talked to the runners 
behind them and impressed on them 
how important it was for them to 
watch the first 16,000 runners pass by 
before they moved. At 11:55, all the 
ropes on Main and Grove streets were 
dropped and those groups merged. 

“The unknown was the bandits,” 
Mr. McGillivray said. 

If the bandits had jumped in at ran- 
dom they could have caused reaction 
among the runners and ruined the 
whole thing, he said. He had 200 
National Guard personnel and 200 
more volunteers trying to prevent that. 

“There are a lot of risks. I knew if 
you did it right it would work.” 

He had guessed it would take 20 min- 
utes for all the qualified runners, 1- 
28,000, to cross the starting line, and it 
took 19. He guessed it would take 
another 15 minutes for the open catego- 
ry runners to get started and it took 
only 10. He’d heard there would be 
5,000 or 10,000 bandits, and “they never 
came.” 

“It was only 1,000 to 2,000. We had 
less bandits this year than ever 
before,” Mr. McGillivray said. 

The numbers 
There were 38,706 officially regis- 


tered runners. Just under 36,000 of 
them actually showed up and started 
the race. More than 35,000 finished. 

The state Department of Tourism 
said the race generated $160 million of 
gross revenues for the state. 

The Boston Athletic Association, 
which hosts the race, is a nonprofit 
organization. 

“In essence, it doesn’t make any 
money on it,” Mr. McGillivray said. 

It is unlikely any money will be left 
after the BAA finished cleaning up 
from this year’s event, he said. The 
baseball field where the athletic Village 
was located probably was playable 
Tuesday, he said, but the BAA will like- 
ly have to replace several parts of it. 

The race is put on with one full-time 
person working in Hopkinton for sev- 
eral months before the race, and five 
part-time employees in Hopkinton. In 
Boston, there are 10 full-time employ- 
ees and five consultants. Roughly 
10,000 volunteers make the race possi- 
ble. 

Next year 

The big question now is what to do 
next year in terms of the size of the 
race, Mr. McGillivray said. 

Should the BAA go back to the usual 
10,000 runners, or should organizers 
ease the qualifying restrictions and let 
more runners in? So far, the BAA is 
leaning toward going back to the way it 
was, but Mr. McGillivray believes that 
is still open for discussion. 

“Frankly, I would like to see it grow 
to at least 15,000, maybe 20,000.” 

He said the state agencies that he 
worked with were phenomenal, but he 
realizes he can’t go back year after 
year asking them to put out the extra 
effort they did this year. After his first 
meeting with the secretary of public 
safety and other state agency leaders 
early this year, when he told them the 
numbers he was expecting, “They 
almost bit my head off,” he said. 

Mr. McGillivray said he hopes some 
of the things that worked this year, 


like the athlete’s village, can be part of 
the race next year. At first, people 
questioned the need for the village, but 
Mr. McGillivray said there had to be 
some way to keep the runners out of 
“the system.” If 40,000 people were 
allowed to just wander the streets, 
there would have been no way to rein 
them in, he said. 

He compared it to being at Fenway 
Park when the baseball game lets out, 
except there were more runners than 
fit into Fenway. The people herd out to 
the street and there really is no easy 
way to direct them in an orderly man- 
ner. 

“Hopkinton had to work. If it didn’t 
work, the whole race would have been 
a failure,” Mr. McGillivray said. 

What didn’t work 

There were problems getting the 
data from the computer chips that 
worn by the runners merged with the 
data base, but those were eventually 
solved, according to Mr. McGillivray. 
And some of the buses carrying run- 
ners’ baggage from Hopkinton back to 
Boston weren’t where they were sup- 
posed to be. But those were minor sna- 
fus, he said. 

Near miss 

There was one small problem that 
nearly became a major problem only 
moments before the start of the 
wheelchair race. 

The wheelchairs were to start at 
11:45. At 11:32, while a state trooper 
sang the National Anthem, the lead 
vehicle for the wheelchair race 
wouldn’t start. For five minutes the 
driver tried but couldn’t get it going. 
Mr. McGillivray saw it was on a hill 
and decided he could tell the press to 
get off the truck and then have it rolled 
down the hill and out of the way. The 
police motorcycles could then lead the 
wheelchairs all the away to Boston. At 
about 11:40, the driver got the pickup 
truck started. They backed it up to the 
runners so it could lead the controlled 
Start. And with three minutes to go 
everything was ready. 

“If the vehicle didn’t start, I don’t 
know what I would have done,” Mr. 
McGillivray said. 

While all this was going on and the 
Start was unfolding, Mr. McGillivray 
was also “wired for sound.” He was in 
radio contact with monitors on the 
Turnpike, on Route 495 and all the 
roads into Hopkinton, and at check- 
points all along the course. If anything 
was not ready at any point, there might 
have been a delay. 

The reward 

Mr. McGillivray has been working 
for the Boston Marathon for nine 
years. Every one of those years he has 
rewarded his own effort by running the 
course into Boston at the end of race 
day. On Monday he left Hopkinton at 6 
p.m. “I hadn’t eaten in two days. I was 
exhausted,” he said. 

He was so busy he didn’t even have 
time to start thinking about his own 
run until about 4 p.m. He reached the 
finish line in about 3 and half to 4 
hours.

comes on line. 

Because the new tower will be built down- 
hill from the existing 395-foot tower, there 
will be a net change in elevation of only 52 
feet. 

“It’s like a space needle,” said Steve Coly- 
er, planning director. “One of the reasons 
(the radio company wants this) in Andover 
is to take out a ‘shadow zone.’ Apparently it 
increases their range, their reception out in 
this area.” 

Shadow zones are areas of poor reception 
created when tall buildings or other obsta- 
cles block a radio signal, explained Mr. Coly- 
er. He said the 477-foot height was selected to 
gain Federal Aviation Administration (FAA) 
approval. 

Petitioners have 20 days to appeal the 
decision. Richard Kelley, attorney for one of 
two known abutters, said Wednesday he was 
considering whether to file such an appeal 
and planned to talk with the lawyer repre- 
senting Richard Rigling, an abutter at 144 
Haggetts Pond Road. 

“You have to look at the cost of appeal ver- 
sus the diminution of the cost of the proper- 
ty,” said Mr. Kelley. 

According to the zoning board decision, at 
one of their hearings “Mr. Rigling testified 
that he can’t see the existing towers from his 
home unless he actively seeks them out. He 
insists that the new tower would be far more 
visually intrusive. He, too, felt that the con- 
struction of the new tower would damage the 
value of his property.” 

“It boils right down to money. Their (his 
clients’) property is going to be devalued by 
the placement of this tower,” said Mr. Kel- 
ley, while the station is going to gain money 
from increased advertising. 

Mark Johnson, the lawyer representing 
WOAZ 99.5 (currently owned by GCI Lowell, 
Inc.), said the station does not believe the 
higher tower will negatively affect the neigh- 
borhood. 

“The proposal would be to take down two 
of the existing towers and put up one in its 
place. The zoning board as far back as 1947 
issued a special permit for erections of tow- 
ers on that site,” he said. A 400-foot tower 
was approved that year, said Mr. Johnson. 

“We think it’s a positive impact because 
two of the towers will be coming down,” he 
said. 

But Spencer Johnson, who owns a 
Haggetts Pond Road home within 1,000 feet 
of the existing towers, is one of those who 
fears an eye-full tower by his house. 

“The real abutters are lots and lots of 
neighbors who will have the view. You can 
see the towers from streets in the neighbor- 
hood,” he said. “There doesn’t seem any- 
thing we can do to raise the consciousness of 
the people who will have this view.” 

Spencer Johnson said he can see the cur- 
rent towers from his kitchen window very 
clearly and believes the 477-foot tower will 
be “overwhelming.”

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he did not want to comment on the tower 
case because an earlier, failed effort to build 
a new tower was in court and he believés 
this decision may wind up in court as well. 

The earlier effort failed to gain the sup- 
port of four board members, which is needed 
for approval. It differed from the current 
proposal because the existing towers would 
have remained. Tom Urbelis, town counsel, 
said the matter has not yet been resolved. 

“They (GCI Lowell, Inc.) said it would not 
have any detrimental effect on the neighhor- 
hood and there was no reason to fight them 
on putting in the tower,” said Mr. Urbelis, 
explaining the dispute. 

The new 477-foot tower would be more 
than three times the height of the Statue 6f 
Liberty, or nearly one-third the height of 
Chicago’s Sears Tower.

Town Meeting limits where 
sex shops can locate

Andover should know by July 
whether the adult-use zoning amend- 
ment approved at last week’s Town 
Meeting will stand up to the attorney 
general's review. 

The amendment, favored by a mar- 
gin of 397-49 and restricting where in 
Andover a so-called sex shop can 
locate, will probably be reviewed by 
the attorney general within 90 days, 
said Tom Urbelis, town counsel. If 
accepted by the attorney general, the 
amendment would then officially go on 
the books. 

Town officials told Town Meeting 
that without the zoning amendment, 
a@nit-use facilities - such as those in 
Boston’s Combat Zone - could locate in 
nearly any area of Andover they want. 

In pushing for passage of the article, 
Steve Colyer, town planning director, 
said the town was trying to limit, as 
much as legally possible, where such 
businesses can locate. He said plan- 
ners tried to make the allowable area 
“so tight that it squeaks.” 

According to Mr. Urbelis, a commu- 
nity cannot completely ban such an 
establishment because owners are pro- 
tected by the First Amendment. 

The restrictions in the zoning-bylaw 
amendment limit adult-use facilities to 
a‘telatively small parcel of land near 
Interstate 93, by Route 133 in West 
Andover. Some of this land is owned 
by the IRS, said town officials. 


“The courts don’t say you have to 
make the land affordable,” said Mr. 
Colyer. 

“Ideally, it would have been nice if 
we could just ban them from coming to 
town,” said David Jamison, 59 Das- 
comb Road. “If the Board of Selectmen 
and Planning Board can promise me 
that (the amendment) has the sharp 
teeth that it appears to have here, let’s 
go ahead with it. 

“If | was one of these smut dealers, | 
wouldn't locate in this town because of 
the teeth that this thing has in it,” he 
said. 

But some residents were concerned 
that the chosen area could be a popular 
one because of its proximity to high- 
ways. Others thought it was too close 
to Sanborn Elementary School. A line 
was added in an amendment saying an 
adult-use facility can’t be built within 
1,500 feet of a school. 

“I would just like to make the point 
that 1,500 feet is very close,” said 
Maria Ippolito, 10 Granli Drive, who 
regularly drives by the proposed zon- 
ing area with her children. “What do I 
say when they ask, ‘What is that, Mom- 
my?” 

“All of West Andover would be 
destroyed as far as I can see” if an 
adult-use facility was built in that loca- 
tion, said Barry Pisick, 12 Tiffany 
Lane.

West Andoverites at Town Meeting 
see store as inconvenient

In what seems to be becoming an 
annual rite of spring, West Andover 
residents convinced Town Meeting vot- 
ers April 10 they’re not interested in 
having a convenience store near the 
Internal Revenue Service on Route 133. 

Town Meeting also defeated a pro- 
posal to allow a convenience store in 
that area in 1994. 

S. Joseph Hoffman, of Hidden Way, 
submitted Article 79 this year to 
change the town zoning bylaw to allow 
convenience stores by special permits. 
He said he wants to put a store in the 
“nucleus of a commercial area” on 
Route 133 near the existing hotel and 
gas station. 

“In 1951 when we moved to Andover, 
going to West Andover was like going 
up to New Hampshire” because of all 
the open space, he said. “You had a 
number of places that were great 
places to go. Nobody needed a conve- 
nience store.” 

But Mr. Hoffman said because of all 
the new housing developments built in 
West Andover in recent years, a conve- 


nience store is “an idea whose time has 
come, to be short about it.” 

Several West Andover residents dis- 
agreed. Saying they believe such a 
Store could lead to greater traffic and 
crime problems, some West Andover 
residents said they don’t mind driving 
to the convenience stores that already 
exist. 

Jamie Hale, of River Road, said Mr. 
Hoffman's assertion that 102 residents 
supported the article was misleading. 
Supporters of Article 79 passed out 
fliers with 102 names on them before 
the third night. 

“Only eight households or 12 (of 
these) names are living in the area that 
will be affected by the convenience 
store,” said Ms. Hale. She also said a 
convenience store so close to the high- 
way would be “an easy mark” for crim- 
inals. 


Selectmen recommended approval 
of the article, because West Andover 
people often tell them they need a place 
to quickly pick up milk and butter. 
Said Selectman Barry Finegold.

Town meeting at a glance 
Champy land rezoned, Adult-use zone created

The annual Town Meeting stretched 
to a third and fourth night last week, 
monopolizing most nighttime activi- 
ties for at least several hundred resi- 
dents. 

Voters plowed through 60 articles 
the first two nights; Monday and Tues- 
day, and another 19 the third night, 
Wednesday. That left just 10 petitions 
for Thursday. Although 1,037 voters 
turned out Monday night, attendance 
dropped each succeeding night, to 642 
Tuesday, 518 Wednesday, and just 293 
by Thursday. 

At a glance 

The Townsman reviewed actions 
from the first two nights last week. 

On Thursday and Friday night, vot- 
ers approved: 

* Rezoning the Champy property 
off Haverhill Street from Industrial to 
Single Residence A to allow construc- 
tion of single-family houses.

Said he believed the proposed zoning 
change makes it “theoretically possible 
but almost practically impossible” for 
an adult-use shop to open here. He 
looked to town counsel for support of 
his statement. 

Mr. Urbelis was somewhat hesitant 
in his response. “Well...” he started. 

“I shouldn’t have asked a lawyer,” 
Mr. Doherty said to some chuckles. 

The zoning bylaw amendment 
passed by a substantial margin. 

“Once people understood it and the 
reasons for it (they were in favor). I 
think the vote reflected that,” Mr. 
Urbelis said Tuesday. “It can be a con- 
fusing thing and I recognized initial 
reaction would be” unfavorable. 

Mike Miller, Planning Board chair- 
man, told Town Meeting that when the 
board was approached, “Our first reac- 
tion was why would we want to regu- 
lated this despicable business.”

While this zoning change was 
approved during Town Meeting’s third 
night, voters attending the final night 
defeated a proposal to add a recall pro- 
cedure to the town bylaws. 

Lynne Robidoux and other petition- 
ers wanted to include such a procedure 
as a check on elected officials. It would 
have allowed residents to remove elect- 
ed officials from office, under certain 
circumstances, without waiting for the 
person to come up for re-election.

350th parade date: unfortunate conflict

There’s a bad scheduling conflict 
coming up in town. Andover’s 350th 
Committee scheduled its grand 
parade — Sept. 15 - during Rosh 
Hashana, a holy time for Jews. 

What it 
means is that 
lots of Jewish 
people won't be 
able to partici- & 


pate in 
Andover’'s 
parade. And 


there are some 
people in town 
who are very upset about that. 

I asked Jim Doherty, who is in 


charge of the parade, what happened. 
The date was set up two years ago, he 
said. “No one said anything at the 
time,” and no one noticed the con- 
flict, Mr. Doherty said. 

Three weeks ago, when someone 
pointed out the problem, the parade 
was already very much in the works: 
19 bands are under contract, 34 floats 
are scheduled, several military 
marching units have it on their cal- 
endars. It would be impossible to 
change the date, according to orga- 
nizers. 

“The last thing I want to do is 
upset any segment of the popula- 
tion,” said Mr. Doherty. 

Fred Stott, also a member of the 


350th Committee, expressed “deep 
regret” about the conflict. 

“I know it was not done intention- 
ally,” Rabbi Robert Goldstein of Tem- 
ple Emanuel said this week. “There 
is no blame. It’s one of those situa- 
tions that’s unfortunate all around. 
Understandably, it can’t be 
changed.” 

The rabbi said that some Jews 
observe one day of Rosh Hashana, 
and so they may show up in the 
parade. But others, the rabbi includ- 
ed, observe two days. “It’s difficult 
for those who observe two days,” he 
said. “It’s a once-in-a-lifetime situa- 
tion, and the school children have 
been targeted to participate.”

Community paths are gathering support here 


Editor, Townsman: 

Of the two private articles on side- 
walks, one (Ballardvale) passed; the 
other (Chestnut Street) failed. 
There’s a lot to be said for either 
side. Town officials rightly point to 
the eternal short fall of sidewalk (and 
other infrastructure) maintenance, 
which calls into question private 
articles that pit residents of one part 


of town against those of another. 


This leaves it to Town Meeting to 
decide and often leads to rejection of 
the considered opinion of town offi- 
cials (presumably better informed 


and more objective concerning prior- 
ities). Ranking need and safety con- 
siderations is highly subjective and 
steeped with emotion with no easy 
answers. However, the issue high- 
lights a form of alternative sidewalk 
system that is more cost effective, 
more environmentally sensitive 
(saves valuable trees), and probably 
safer to boot - namely community 
paths. Thanks to the League of Wom- 
en Voters and others, community 
paths are quietly gathering citizen 
support in Andover. Community 
paths can provide non-motor vehicu- 


lar ways for citizens of all ages to 
move about town short distances on 
paths rather than roads. 

Space prohibits more details, but 
the residents of Chestnut Street can 
easily obtain the project leader’s 
name and contact information to 
learn more. In closing I note that 
there is a substantial piece of protect- 
ed open space between Chestnut and 
Summer streets that might form the 
nucleus for an off-road route leading 
to Doherty School.

State police officer 
objects to 
salary comparison 


Editor, Townsman: 

As a lifelong resident of the town of 
Andover, and as a sergeant with the 
Massachusetts State Police, I must take 
exception with a Townsman letter to 
the editor by Michael Frishman in 
your April 4 edition. Mr. Frishman 
writes about a “distressing” statement 
printed in the Finance Committee 
Report by the chairman of that commit- 
tee. Mr. Frishman goes on to compare 
the salaries of Andover’s teachers with 
those of Andover’s fire and police offi- 
cers. 

I would like to point out several inac- 
curacies in his letter. First, Mr. Frish- 
man attempts to compare the highest 
paid teacher’s salary, “low to mid 
$60,000 range” to those of certain police 
officers’ salaries mentioned in a Boston 
Globe article dated March 24. If I am 
not mistaken, at least one of these offi- 
cers, if not all, hold the rank of lieu- 
tenant. To compare a senior teacher to 
a police lieutenant is a remarkable feat. 
Even if the teacher in question is a 
department head, I can’t remember 
when a teacher had to supervise a 
group of co-workers who in the course 
of a day’s work might be required to 
discharge his or her service pistol to 
either save another’s life or take some- 
one’s life with perhaps three-tenths of a 
second to decide if that action is justi- 
fied, warranted, necessary, and in case 
I forget, able to land you in federal 
court no matter if your decision was 
right or wrong. Or, if your family has to 
worry about losing the house, or for 
that matter losing you. 

Mr. Frishman’s comparison is not 
even near apples and oranges; it’s more

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Former Scouts object 
to policy on 
komosexuals 


Editor, Townsman: 

As former Scouts, both in our 
youth and as leaders of our chil- 
dren’s troops, we are distressed by 
the relatively new (1991) policy the 
Boy Scouts have adopted to discrimi- 
nate against homosexuals as mem- 
bers and leaders. We know of no sci- 
entific evidence that would justify 
such a policy and none has been 
offered in this debate. It seems that it 
is just “common knowledge” that 
homosexuals don't deserve the same 
consideration as “normal people.” 
The policy appears to us as prejudg- 
ing homosexuals on the basis of 
stereotypes. It is hard to imagine the 
affect on a young boy who is just dis- 
covering his homosexual identity to 
be told that he is unacceptable to be a 
Boy Scout. And further, before his 
moral decision-making apparatus is 
fully developed, that he is incapable 
F tatne “morally straight ...and 
clean in word and deed.” This policy 
contributes to negative self-images 
that lead to the higher incidence of 
teen suicide among homosexuals. 

Some have said if the homosexuals 
don’t like the policy let them form 
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their own organization. This is just 
another way of isolating persons and 
declaring them to be second-class cit- 
izens. The Boy Scouts is an institu- 
tion that is in every city, town and 
village in this country. Its policy 
sends a very powerful message to 
society that it’s OK to treat these peo- 
ple as if they are sub-human. This 
attitude gives permission for some to 
think hate-crimes are all right 
against homosexuals. If this isn’t 
enough, then along comes much of 
the church and says he is unaccept- 
able and produces selected Bible 
verses to justify it. Even though he 
may have grown up in the church 
and heard the message of Jesus’ love 
and compassion for all persons, he 
now finds that he is declared unac- 
ceptable. Your readers should know 
the letter signed by six Andover cler- 
gy does not mean all of the Christian 
community supports this policy. Bib- 
lical scholarship has shown that 
some of the verses used to condemn 
homosexual practice are more about 
other issues, such as protection of 
guests, rape, Canaanite cultic prac- 
tices and prostitution.

How local runners did Monday

More than 50 Andover residents completed the 
100th running of the Boston Marathon Monday. 

Dave Drinon, 43, of 197 Shawsheen Road, an 
employee of marathon sponsor John Hancock, 
described his run Monday as “pretty ugly.” 

It was his first marathon and his finish, in 
about 5:10, was a bit slower than his predicted 4- 
4:30. He stopped to talk to friends along the way 
and after one of those stops, at about 13 miles, he 
wasn't really able to get going again, he said. 

He said he only trained for about nine weeks 
and would like to give it a better effort. 

Margot Remington-Oman, 48, of 100 High 
Plain Road, ran her seventh and slowest Boston 
Monday, finishing in 3:46. That time includes the 
15 or 20 minutes it took her to reach the starting 
line. Also, she was coming back from an injury 
and a four-year absence from marathoning. 

Keith Driscoll, 29, of 8 Joseph St., ran a 3:10, 
but when subtracting the 3 minutes or so it took 
him to reach the starting line, his net time of 
about 3:07 should be good enough to requalify him 
for next year. (He needed 03:10.) 

“I was pretty psyched. My legs are dead now.” 
Mr. Driscoll said Tuesday. 

The sun also took its toll. 

“My back is fried,” Mr. Driscoll said. 

But he will be back. 

“Oh. Yeah.” 

His brother, Jeff Driscoll, 27. of Maple 
Avenue, ran as a bandit and was held back by 
BAA officials for 35 minutes in a corral near the 
athlete's village. He came across the finish line at 


about 4:30. 

Mark Noonan, 37, of 10 Dascomb Road, anoth- 
er bandit, finished in 3:16. “I’m glad it’s over. I 
think it’s more of a spectator sport now,” Mr. Noo- 
nan said. 

Mr. Noonan said he had no problem jumping in 
with the official runners with numbers in the 
15,000s, which were his speed, averaging 7:30 to 8- 
minute miles. Monday was Mr. Noonan’s second 
marathon and likely his last, he said. He ran in 
1994 to raise funds for the fight against leukemia. 

Patrick Donahue, 47, of 15 Chandler Circle, 
finished his fifth Boston in 4:03. 

Debbie Bates, 32, of 1 Bridle Path Road, ran a 
3:45 marathon Monday. 

“I felt I had a really great run,” Mr. Bates said 
of her first Boston Marathon. “It was a gorgeous 
day. The crowds were great.” 

She was delayed by the crowds, Ms. Bates said. 
and doesn’t think her official time will be adjusted 
enough to requalify her for next year. She plans to 
run another marathon so she can qualify to come 
back to Boston next year. 

No Web results 

The Boston Athletic Association had a problem 
following Monday's race with posting the results 
on the Internet. 

According to marathon officials and Digital 
Equipment Corp. officials, who developed the 
Internet site for the BAA, the problem was in 
merging the data collected by the electronic chips 
worn by the runners with the Digital Equipment 
system. The fault was not with the Champion 
Chip or DEC, but with the BAA computer hard- 
ware, according to a DEC officials. 


Andover High School has a new logo

A cartoon-like profile of an eagle will like- 
ly replace the profile of a Native American as 
Andover High School’s Golden Warrior sym- 
bol. 

The proposed logo, unanimously selected 
by a logo committee April 8 after a lengthy 
process, is a side view of a snarling eagle in 
front of a capital letter “A.” The School Com- 
mittee will discuss this recommendation 
Tuesday, April 23. 

“I suspect things should go smoothly. The 
<togo committee certainly has fulfilled its 


charge. There seems to be enthusiasm in the 
drawing (from the logo committee). I think 
it’s great,” said 
Tina Girdwood, 
School Committee 
chairwoman and 
logo committee liai- 
son. 
“I’m glad we 
finally have a new 
logo. I’m glad 
there's closure to it. Everyone seemed pretty 
excited about it,” said Sally O’Brien, interim 


assistant principal and logo committee mem- 
ber. 

On April 26, 1995, 365 students voted to 
change the old logo and 208 voted to keep the 
Native American. Among the faculty 38 vot- 
ed to change and 20 voted not to. 

On Feb. 13, 1996, 258 students and 14 facul- 
ty voted in favor of an eagle becoming the 
new logo. A shield came in second with 128 
student and seven faculty votes. There were 
61 student and five faculty votes for the letter 
“A” and 38 write-in votes, including 21 for 
keeping a Native American on the logo.

The 
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dos and don’ts 


for driving with ABS 


ecord 
R ty 

bers of 
Americans are 
driving cars 
equipped with 
anti-lock brak- 
ing systems 
(ABS). Anti- 
lock brakes 
are designed 
to provide 
drivers with 
an increased 
safety advan- ~ 
tage in many 
emergency 
stopping situa- ~ 
tions. With the 
demands of 
inclement driving conditions, it is 
more important than ever for drivers 
to understand how ABS works and 
how to use it properly. 

The idea behind anti-lock brakes is 
simple. Anti-lock brakes are designed 
to prevent skidding and help drivers 
maintain steering control during an 
emergency braking situation. ABS 
eliminates the need to pump the 
brakes because ABS pumps automati- 
cally at a rate of up to 18 times per 
second whenever a sensor detects the 
start of wheel lock. Because the 
wheels are kept from locking up, the 
driver is able to better control the 
vehicle. 

There are two kinds of anti-lock 
brakes: four-wheel and rear-wheel. 
Four-wheel ABS, found primarily on 
passenger cars and many newer light 
trucks, prevents wheel lock-up on all 
four wheels. 

Rear-wheel ABS is found exclu- 
sively on light trucks and is designed 
to prevent only the rear wheels from 
locking up so that the vehicle doesn’t 
skid sideways. It is important for 
drivers to understand the differences 
between four-wheel and rear-wheel 
ABS because it affects how they use 
their systems. 

Here are the Dos and Don'ts for 
driving with ABS: 

Do keep your foot on the brake. 
Maintain firm and continuous pres- 
sure on the brake while steering to 
enable four-wheel ABS to work prop- 
erly. Avoid pumping the brake, even 
if the brake pedal is pulsating. In 
light trucks that are equipped with 
rear-wheel anti-lock brakes, however, 
the front wheels can still lock up the 
Same as conventional brakes. If that 
happens, the driver should ease up 
on the brake pedal with just enough 
pressure to allow the front wheels to 
roll again so you can steer. 

Do allow enough distance to stop. 
Follow three seconds or more behind 
vehicles when driving in good condi- 
tions. Allow more time if conditions 
are hazardous. 

Do practice driving with ABS.

Do know the difference between 
four-wheel and rear-wheel ABS. 
Four-wheel ABS is generally found 
on passenger cars, and is designed to 
maintain steerability and directional 
stability in emergency braking situa- 
tions. Rear-wheel ABS, found exclu- 
sively on light trucks, is designed to 
maintain directional stability and 
prevent the vehicle from skidding 
sideways. 

Don’t drive an ABS-equipped vehi- 
cle more aggressively than vehicles 
without ABS. Driving around curves 
faster, changing lanes abruptly or 
performing other aggressive steering 
maneuvers is neither appropriate 
nor safe with any vehicle. 

Don’t pump the brakes. In four- 
wheel ABS-equipped vehicles, pump- 
ing the brake turns the system on 
and off. ABS pumps the brakes for 
you automatically at a much faster 
rate and allows better steering con- 
trol. 

Don’t forget to steer. Four-wheel 
ABS enables drivers to steer in emer- 
gency braking situations, but the sys- 
tem itself does not steer. 

Don’t be alarmed by mechanical 
noises and/or slight pedal pulsations 
while applying the brake in an ABS- 
equipped vehicle. These conditions 
are normal and let you know ABS is 
working.
